In addition to the cougressmen which 


have been accredited to the Republicans 
in the foregoing, the state committee 
claims the probable election of "Uncle 
Stephen" Harris in the Thirteenth dis- 
trict and Captain A, S. ilcClure in the 


Franklin county, in which is situated 
the capital of the state, its first Repub- 
lican congressman-in 40 years. 


The result of the election was a sur- 


prise even to the Republicans, who. 
while expecting a large plurality for 
their state ticket, did not anticipate the 
immense majority which had been 
polled.
